8. Lower Silesia—122 square miles went to Czecho- 
Slovakia, but was returned to Germany with the Sudeten- 
land under the Munich accord of Sept. 29, 1938. 

4. Memel—1,099 square miles went to the League of 
Nations, was annexed by Lithuania in 1923, and returned to 
Germany yesterday.

1. Alsace-Lorraine—5,607 square miles, restored to 
ramets which lost it in the Franco-Prussian war. 

. Parts of the provinces of West Prussia and Posen—A 
total a 17,816 square miles, including 1,241 square miles of 
Upper Silesia, which went to Poland. 

3. Free City of Danzig—739 square miles, an area tech- 
nically under the protection of the League of Nations but 
now Nazi-dominated.

Germany Continues 
Economic Campaign 


| Acceptance of Rumanian Pact For Trade 
Regarded as Major Blow to Anglo 
“Stop Hitler” Drive

BERLIN, March 24.—Nazi leaders hailed the signing | 
of the German-Rumanian treaty as a major defeat for Great | 


Britain’s “‘Stop Hitler” drive today, and boldly asserted that 
Germany would continue her economic campaign in south- 


eastern Europe with determination and in spite of all oppo- 


sition. + 
The officially inspired opinion of 
the pact among the leaders of the 
Reich is epitomized in an article 
which apeared in the semi-official 
“Deutsche Handelsdienst” today 
“This treaty nullifies all at- 
tempts by other countries which 
want to strengthen their rela- 
tions with Rumania for political 
purposes only and without sound 
basis otherwise” says the article 
in question. “Germany will 
pursue the goal of closer eco- 
nomic collaboration for the bene- 
fit of German industry undis- 
turbed by political machinations. 


COLLABORATION 


“This collaboration which is pro- 
posed can be useful only to those 
participating and does not give 
non-participants, even Great Brit- 
ain, cause to interfere with this 
economic constructive work which 
is not directed against her.” 

Coincidental with announce- 
ment Germany tightened its 
powerful military grasp on the 
heart of central Europe, winning 
vast new reserves of raw mat- 
erials and foodstuffs through the 


Slovak and Rumanian agree- 
ments. 


The Rumanian agreement in par- 


ticular brought Germany nearer 


| than ever to its goal of obtaining | 
control of sufficient raw materials, 


food-stuffs and oil

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The Conqueror’s Way 


Two and a half hours before the 
Lithuanian delegates landed in Berlin to 
negotiate the surrender of Memel, Herr 
Hitler climbed aboard a warship and 
steamed away to receive the cheers and 
homage of his new subjects. 

The chronology of events is ilumin- 
ating. The Lithuanians may have thought 
they came to make terms. They didn't. 
They had just been summoned to put 
their names on the dotted lines of a trans- 
fer of the territory already made out to 
the last detail before the Fuehrer left his 
capital. He didn't even wait to give them 
ceremonious welcome—or save their 
faces, His premature departure added 
insult to the injury done their country, 
and was plainiy intended as a demonstra- 
tion of contempt for a state too weak to 
resist his demands or hold out for terms. 

There was no need for such haste in 
staging the grand reception at Memel. 
The inhabitants were overwhelmingly in 
favor of re-annexation to the Reich, 
Lithuania was resigned to the loss, and no 
power threatened to interfere with the 
coup. The slight put upon the Lithuanian 
representatives was a wholly gratuitous 
affront. Who were they that the great 
Fuehrer should wait for them or listen to 
their chatter? 


How To Speed Up 


There was only one reason for setting 
up special adjustment boards to arrange 
terms of settlement between debtors and 
creditors and liquidate the debt “mess” 
in western Canada as disclosed and pre- 
cipitated by the depression. This was the 
fear that the courts of the land would be 
swamped by debt cases—which they un- 
doubtedly would have been. 

All the powers conferred upon adjust- 


ment boards could as easily have been 
conferred upon the judges, and court pro- 
cedure simplified and cheapened to deal 
with this specific problem. But the addi- 
tional work thus thrown upon the courts 
would have interfered with the hearing 
of other cases and hampered the adminis- 
tration of justice. | 

After four years, however, the “mess” 
is not liquidated, nor a general clearance 
within sight. Working steadily, the 
boards have only been able to deal with 
a fraction of the cases requiring adjust- 
ment and there remain many thousands 
still unconsidered. 

To meet this situation, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Davis of Saskatchewan suggests 


that the courts be given the powers of | 


debt adjustment boards and opened as 
alternative tribunals for debtors and 
creditors who have not obtained hearings 
from the boards. That would speed up 
the process of settlement, for the courts 
could no doubt find time to deal with a 
considerable number of cases without 
serious interference with other business. 

Since it is highly important that the 
readjustment be completed with as little 
further delay as possible, the suggestion 
is well worth the attention of parliament 
and the legislatures. 


Heading This Way 


Europe does not seem as far away as 
it did the day before yesterday. Berlin has 
“asked” for leave to establish airplane 
bases in Iceland—and is sending a cruiser 
to do the negotiating with the Icelandic 
authorities. 

Iceland is a sovereign state, but shares 
common allegiance with Denmark, and 
depends upon that parent country for sup- 
port. Greenland is a Danish possession. 
If Nazi airplane bases are established in 
Iceland, the next logical step will be the 
establishment of bases in Greenland. If 
the one cannot be prevented, neither can 
the other. And Iceland hases would have 
no purpose that would not be furthered 
by bases in Greenland. 

The meaning of the new demand is 
that the Fuehrer is heading on our direc- 
tion. A base in Iceland would be little 
farther from Ottawa than from Berlin. 
A base in Greenland would be nearer to 
the capital of the Dominion than to Ber- 
lin. Bases in both islands would provide 
landing places, refueling and repair facili- 
ties for Nazi bombers sent out to sink 
merchant ships passing between Canada 
and Britain, or to rain death on Ottawa, 
Montreal, Toronto and other populous 
centres in eastern Canada. 

The threat that has overhung Europe 
is moving toward this continent. That is 
the fact Canadians have to take note of 


now. Invasion by airplane cannot be ef- 
fective, but it can be terribly destructive, 
and the world needs no further proof that 
the aggressors are ready to destroy even 
where they have no territorial objectives. 
Spain supplies the proof of that. 

Parliament, it is to be supposed, will 
take note of this proposal to plant the 
Nazi power in Iceland, and by inference 
in Greenland. If Czecho-Slovakia was re- 
mote, geographically and otherwise, Ice- 
land is not. 


Those “Sacred” Sinking Funds 


A royal commission has just told the 
legislature of Manitoba how the city of 
Winnipeg can be extricated from its fi- 
nancial troubles. The city has been run- 
ning behind a million dollars a year, and 
a year ago asked the legislature to either 
allow it to levy new taxes or excuse it 
from paying relief costs. Hence the com- 
mission. 

The investigator says the situation can 
be met by releasing the city from the ob- 
ligation to make further payments into 
the sinking fund; and that the fund is 
now large enough to carry itself. The city 
debt of $59,000,000 matures in fourteen 
years. The sinking fund is now $31,000,- 
000 and it is earning more than five per 
cent a year in interest on investments. 
The compounded interest added to the 
principal would make the fund total more 
than the debt fourteen years hence. 

So it is proposed that the $1,300,000 
the city is now paying into the fund be 
used to meet ordinary expenses, thereby 
making up the deficit and bringing the 
budget into balance without new taxes 
being imposed. 

Edmonton taxpayers will be interest- 
ed in this, recalling the horrified protests 
which were made in some quarters a few 
years ago when it was proposed that Ed- 
monton temporarily suspend payments 
into its sinking fund rather than continue 
the payments by piling up an overdraft 
at the bank. The proposal was denounc- 
ed as something akin to highway robbery, 
the city council fell for the clamor, and 
Mr. Jules Fortin put over the neat little 
scheme which tied the city up to a 54 mill 
minimum tax-rate for thirty years. 

There was no more danger at the time | 
that Edmonton’s sinking fund would not 
meet its maturing debentures during the | 


coming ten years than there is that 
Winnipeg’s sinking fund will not be able | 
to earn 5 per cent for the next 14 years. 
It will be interesting to see whether For- 
tin et al throw another fit over the report 
of the royal commission and demand that 
Winnipeg keep on piling up sinking fund 
reserves in literal observance of its 
“sacred” but impossible contracts. 


There was no voice raised in opposi- 
tion when the House of Representatives | 
at Washington voted another $116,000,- | 
000 to buy arms and equipment for the 
U. S. army and strengthen the coast de- | 
fences. While the House was doing this | 
the Senate passed an administration bill 
providing $358,000,000 for expansion of 
the army and sent this along to the Rep- 
resentatives for approval. Ottawa please 
note.

Communism 
By W. M. DAVIDSON 


A correspondent to The Albertan objects to 
my assertion that Communism is not irreligious, 
challenges me to name a modern communist 
leader who is not an atheist and quotes Lady 
Astor. who denounces Communism because it 
“denies God and religion. It breaks up the 
family.” 

My assertion was that Communism in prin- 
ciple is not irreligious and I could have added 
that in some respects its philosophy is much 
nearer the teachings of Jesus Christ than the 
practices of some Christian churches down the 
ages. In practise the one country with com- 
munistic ideals tolerates all churches, much as 
the United States and Canada tolerate all reli- 
gions and interferes with no church doctrine or 
church organization. When the American 
colonies abandoned a state church, they were 
denounced as Godless. Even yet certain English 
people, where there is a state church, condemn 
us in Canada as irreligious and Godless because 
we have no state church. I have heard some 
rigid people describe our Alberta schools as God- 
less because we do not teach state religion in 
them. 

I believe that if the state steps aside and 
permits us to worship as we please, it is doing 
its duty. I do not know the religious beliefs of 
Stalin, John Strachy, Tim Buck, Neville Cham- 
berlain, Premier Daladier or President Roosevelt 
I am not particularly interested in what they 
believe, or as someone has remarked, in the route 
they take on their way to Heaven. As long as 
they permit freedom for everyone, we cannot 
complain. 

I am not convinced either by Lady Astor's 
judgment, even if she did spend a few days in 
Russia about ten years ago. Her pontifical state- 
ment that Communism breaks up the family is 
both untrue and foolish, a late offshoot of the 
vile scandal long since disproved and abandoned, 
that the Soviet favored free love and held the 
women in common. The divorce laws are much 
more liberal in Russia than in Canada but I am 
not so cynical, with such a low idea of our social 
standards as to believe that families are held to- 
gether merely by the rigid divorce laws, or that 
we would all go rampant, desert our families and 
generally destroy the family life if the divorce 
regulations were removed. If family life hag no 
firmer foundation, and that is the logical conclu- 
sion of Lady Astor’s statement quoted by The 
Albertan correspondent, then we are in a very, 
very bad way. 

I have never been in Russia but my observa- 
tion is that most people who make brief visits 
return with their previous impressions intensi- 
fied. I have met persons who have been con- 
verted to Communism by visiting the Soviet but 
not very many. I have read some books by 
writers who declare that they went to Russia 
sympathetic, but return in opposition, but the 
argument as I read it has a very hollow ring to 
it and I venture to doubt very much of what 
some of them write. It might be better than if 
my critic and others of similar mind and others 
who look with earnest sympathy on this experi- 
ment, could agree on certain facts, upon which 
there can be no contention. Here are some such 
conclusions: 

(1) It is the greatest political experiment 
since the French Revolution and probably since 
the world began. 

(2) In less than a quarter of a century it has 
turned a vast nation of many millions of down 
trodden, ill treated, hopeless, depressed and 
dismal serfs into a nation of aggressive, alert, 
hopeful people, full of life, vigor and confidence. 
In the Czarist time 80 per cent of the people were 
illiterate. In less than twenty-five years from 
the revolution not more than 10 per cent are 
illiterate. 

(3) It has raised the standard of living from 
the lowest in all Europe to a position which 
compares favorably with any other nation in 
Europe, and taking everything into considera- 
tion such as the unemployed and out of works in 
America, to any nation in the world. 

(4) It has banished unemployment, dissen- 
sion, and has created a new people, industrious, 
active, with high ideals founded on a Christian- 
like aspiration. 

(5) It has done all this under most bitter 
opposition and cruel obstacles from without, 

(6) The Soviet is the greatest force for peace 
in the world today with a system of government 
and a political philosophy based on and anchored 
in peace. 

(7) It is now the greatest of all possible safe- 
guards for the democratic nations. But for 
Russia, strong, reliant, well disciplined and de- 
termined, Europe and Asia would now be at war 
with the dictators crushing the liberties of most 
of the world. 

I think my Albertan critic and others like 
minded can accept these conclusions. He is 
wrong in being alarmed about Communism. I 
admit there are some things in the Russian sys- 
tem which I cannot accept and do not expect 
others to accept. But it is a wonderful experi- 
ment, Why cannot we watch it judicially and 
fearlessly? If Britain and America ever turn 
to Communism it will be a different sort from 
that adopted by the Soviet and will undoubtedly 
provide for democratic control at the beginning 
instead of at the end of the experiment, The

ica. When the Nazis heard of it, so Weil's affi- 
davit deposes, they forced him to sign the money 
over to the Reichsbank, under threat of death in 
a concentration camp.

Countess Johann von Bernstorff, an Ameri- 
can woman who lost her citizenship fifty-two 
years ago when she married Count von Bern- 
torff, German Ambassador to United States at 
the outbreak of the World War, has applied for 
and been granted return to American citizenship. 
Daughter of a wealthy Ger- 
man-born American silk mer- 
chant, she inherited an estate 
of $1,000,000, Now, with her 
husband near death’s door in Switzerland, 
Countess Bernstorff procured return to Ameri- 
can citizenship “for reasons which should be 
obvious,” to use her own words. Now the Nazis 
will not be able to seize her fortune, on her hus- 
band’s death, 

Very different is the plight of Count Ludwig 
Constantin Salm von Hoogen-straeten, who won 
newspaper fame on two previous occasions—once 
when he married a daughter of the late H. H. 
Rogers, Standard Oil magnate, and again when 
he agreed to divorce her for a consideration of 
$300,000 of old Rogers’ money. 

In return for the money, the noble Count 
agreed to renounce claims on his infant son, That 
was ten years ago. Since then Mr. Rogers has 
died. The youngster has fallen heir to $3,250,000. 
Pleading that the $300,000 he got has been lost 
in business reverses and through the German 
seizure of Austria, Count Salm is petitioning the 
Supreme Court of United States for an allow- 
ance of $30,000 a year. In his petition he says: 
“I believe it is the duty of a child possessing 
great wealth, to support or contribute to the sup- 
port of a parent without funds or income.” 

If he succeeds, his cash rewards will deserve 
to be listed among the record stud fees.

Winnipeg’s Debt 
Problem 


Editor, Bulletin: Mr. H. Carl Gold- 
enberg, noted Montreal authority on 
municipal government, has made a 
300,000-word report on Winnipeg's 
finances. This voluminous report 
has been tabled in the Manitoba 
legislature and contains this state- 
ment: “Winnipeg's Sinking Fund 
totals 31-million dollars while the 
city’s debt is 59-million dollars. The 
annual interest earned on the sink- 
ing fund is in excess of 5 per cent 
per annum.” 

Mr. Goldenberg says, “No further 
payments into the sinking fund 
need be made, as the earnings on the 
sinking fund at 5 per cent, com- 
pounded annually, will reach above 
the total debt of 59-million, in four- 
teen years’ time.” 

If the citizens of Winnipeg or the 
government of Premier Bracken 
believe, for a minute, that it is pos- 
sible for the citizens of Canada to 
maintain a 5 per cent interest rate 
on city, provincial or governmental 
bonds, they are living in a fool's 
paradise. No such interest rate can 
be maintained by government bod- 
ies in Canada, without further paup- 
erizing primary producers. 

Money has no such value and 
never had, as can be seen by the 
pyramiding of debt in Canada, par- 
ticularly during the past ten years. 

It is such’ reports as this made 
by Mr Goldenberg and the equally 
noted Thomas Bradshaw, Toronto 
expert on municipal financing, that 
have led enlightened citizens to be- 
come thoroughly disgusted with 
so-called orthodox financial meth- 
ods in this country. 

The citizens of Edmonton are pay- 
ing a ruinous tax rate of 54 mills 
thanks to Mr. Fortin of the Bond 
Dealers’ Association, in hoodwink- 
ing the “city fathers” and also mem- 
bers of our Alberta legislature, into 
a scheme for extending Edmonton's 
debt of 24-million over a period of 
thirty years, while still maintaining 
the old bond rates of 4%, 5, 6 and 
7 per cent on the existing bonds, to 
maturity dates, and 4% per cent to 
the full term of thirty years, which 
have resulted in confiscation of 
many thousands of parcels of pri- 
vately owned property. 

It is utter nonsense to suppose 
Canada can remain solvent, while 
cities, provinces and the Dominion 
government continue to maintain 
“sacred” bond contracts at the pres- 
ent usury rates.

One hundred years ago today 
(March 24, 1839) the Legislative 
Assembly of Upper Canada signed 
its own death warrant by adopting 
resolutions accepting the union 
with Lower Canada pro d in 
Lord Durham's se The deci. 
sion was not unanimous. While all 
the members realized that it would 
be futile to oppose the plan de- 
termined on in London, quite a 
number demanded that the people 
of the province should first be 
consulted and asked for a dissolu- 
tion and election. This was voted 
down, 33-11, and then the motion 
to accept the union was adopted, 
35-11, but before this some of the 
extreme Tories had gone so far as 
to propose that a clause should be 
inserted in the agreement to dis- 
franchise the French-Canadians, 
but the common sense of the As- 
sembly prevented such folly, 

The Assembly did, however, in- 
sert a provision that the English 
language should be the only of- 
ficial language of the Province of 
Canada, thereby creating natural 
bitterness in Lower Canada, which 
increased when the stipulation wes 
actually put into the Union Act. 
But the French-Canadians, with 
their usual determination and 
racial unity, soon made it appar- 
ent efter the meeting of the first 
Union Parliament that they did not 
propose to submit to such treat- 
ment, and they continued | their 
crusade so successtully that in 1847 
the ban was repealed and both 
English and French were made 
official langueges on an equal 
footing, a stipulation which was 
carried over into the British North 
America Act.

vealed, switched to a low club, The 
jack lost to East's ace and East went | 
into a ten minute huddle before 
making his next play. He was| 
pretty sure that West had the club 
king for his bid, but it would do 
East no good to return a club and 
get a ruff, because he had a sure | 
trump trick in any event. Nor 
would it help to continue forcing 
the declarer with a diamond. De- 
clarer still had the Q 9 8 of hearts 
and could well stand another force. 
He would ruff a diamond return 
with the ejght spot and lead an- 
other club. West could then lead a 
fourth diamond and force declarer 
to ruff with the nine spot, reduc- 
ing him to the blank queen while 
East had two trumps, but that 
would do East no good because, on 
taking his trump, he would have to 
return a spade to dummy and de- 
clarer would make in all six heart 
tricks, two spades, and one club 
After the most careful consideration 
East found the winning line of de- 
fense.
